OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION, 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW. 


The ever revolving wheel of time has been turning around, and 
has again reached that point which marks the close of another year’s 
work of the School Board, of the town of Plaistow. 

In accordance with ‘‘ ye ancient customs,” they beg to submit the 
following report of their transactions : 

Your Board has made quite a number of changes in the regulations 
that govern the schools, all of which have been deemed a step toward 
higher attainments. 

Report Cards have been introduced that the parents may know 
what advancement their children are making, 

Writing has been given more importance; that exercise being re- 
quired each day. 

Compositions and recitations have been placed upon the curriculum, 
and the variety which they have given to the Friday afternoons, has 
proved both pleasing and profitable. 

A system of book-keeping has been introduced, whereby a strict 
account of the town’s property can be kept, and a knowledge of its 
whereabouts afforded. 

The people have manifested much interest in the welfare of the 
various schools, as has been demonstrated by the number of visitors 
recorded for the year, viz: 208. 
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This is certainly a step in the right direction, and should be cor- 
dially commended. 

All who are interested in their children’s progress should make a 
great effort to visit the schools and learn of the work being done by 
personal inspection. 

Such visits both stimulate the teacher and encourage the pupils. 

The school year has consisted of twenty-nine weeks, and, judging 
from the results obtained by the written examination, has been in a 
large degree successful. 

A great detriment to progress in all of the schools has been the 
change of teachers that was necessary in all of the districts. 

The providing the scholars with the various supplies necessary for 
school work has been a great success, and by reference to the table 
of statistics will be seen to have been decidedly economical. | 

The board have been obliged to purchase additional text books 
in order to supply all scholars, but now believe that the cost each 
year will be merely nominal. 

A table has beeh appended, showing the amount of books required 
for each school. 

The Winter term in district No. one was omitted as the building 
committee, appointed to erect a new building in that distridt, adver- 
tised and sold the old house at auction. 

The eight weeks of school thereby lost will be made good as soon 


as the new building is ready for occupancy.
